Obviously, much the many interwoven lines that 
complicate this novel cannot summarized here. The 
writing general more than competent, times 
superb; and Mr. O’Hara’s acknowledged “ear” for the 
varieties speech more than adequately confirmed 
his dialogue, though pages are sometimes 
devoted trivia become banal, banal ordi- 
nary conversation often and, supposedly, reproduced 
such for the purpose exposing its banality. Often, 
too, the speech the boudoir scenes not only vulgar

but coarse. Few the principal characters seem 
have any moral principles higher than those dictated 
“proper order” and may that Mr. O’Hara 
tends that, too, symptom the decay seems 
see the upper-echelon country-club society writes 
about. The social criticism that seems implicit 
Mr. O’Hara’s novels may overlooked completely 
the furtively prurient readers who will leaping 
from bedroom scene bedroom scene; and great 
number potential readers will find the novel dis 
tasteful for the same reasons.

Anthology compilation always risky thing and 
selectors are certain that few will agree with all 
their choices matter how closely 
criteria, matter how truly they have hewed the 
line each case. the present collection the basic 
criterion simple and may stated most easily the 
words the editors: “to offer only stories which can 
read with pleasure and which the same time bear 
the hallmark masterly technique.” choosing the 
present group six complete novels and thirty short 
stories the editors were motivated also the success 
their earlier selection, Stories Remember. 


order appearance the six novels are: Hilton’s Lost 
Horizons, London’s The Call the Wild, Richter’s 
The Lady, Patton’s Good Morning, Miss Dove, Agatha 
Christie’s The Murder Roger Ackroyd and sixth 
whose identity this reviewer was unable fathom. 
All are short and that seems their chief virtue, 
anthologically speaking; the missing one was short 
less than thirty pages length. Richter’s story, 
the most recently published the group, this 
reviewer’s thinking far from the best example that 
author’s work and rather incomplete story with un- 
realized Gothic overtones. The Christie and London 
items are, course minor classics their own right 
and the Miss Dove story hauntingly delicious piece 
restrained power and clarity which can touch the 
soul any reader. Weakest the group Lost 
Horizons which proved even more disappointing 
second reading. Much more preferable would have 
been Bruce Marshall selection, such as, The World, 
the Flesh and Father Smith Vespers Vienna. 


Among the short and shorties are some notable selec- 
tions and some top notables. list including Cather, 
Maugham, Marquand, Walpole, Hemingway, Kipling, 
Doyle, Hardy, Maupassant, Faulkner, Tarkington, 
Cozzens, Stevenson, Galsworthy, Day and Dickens 
sure produce some topnotch writing and most 
teresting reading. Although they may not each case 
represent the best each author, the selections are 
usually representative, well done and well worth read- 
ing. Clarence Day and Sam Weller are always joy 
remeet and strange how much pleasure one 
found rereading the smoothly concocted and written 
yet essentially simple Three Strangers” Thomas 
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Hardy. Quietly competent and warmly 
Cather’s Rosicky”; Stevenson’s 
Club” fascinating ever and Maugham’s “The 
Verger” taut and tart little piece writing. En- 
joyable also was Chute’s “The Jukebox and the Kalli- 
kak’s.” One feels perhaps that the space given Nun- 
nally Johnson’s “The Rollicking Gods” could better 
have been expended item from the oft antholo- 
yet ever fresh Ring Lardner even upon Gal- 
lico tale. Perhaps the third collection, possibly some- 
thing more than glimmer the editorial brains, may 
remedy some these deficiencies. And equally per- 
haps the deficiency lies the reviewer’s taste rather 
than the editorial selection. All all the selections 
among the short stories furnish entertaining reading 
almost every page. 


With the exception two the novels this reviewer 
feels that the editors have made respectable selection 
stories which will entertain the discriminating 
well the casual reader. Some the subject matter 
the adult level and the book should recom- 
mended suitable for adult readers.

Horan, James Seek Out and Destroy 
Crown. Nov. 302p. $3.95. 


Having already written Confederate Agent and other 
Civil War books, was perhaps natural that James 
Horan should write novel about the Shenandoah, 
famous Confederate commerce destroyer. The fictional 
Kit Dunboyne was his senior year Annapolis 
when the war broke out April, 1861. Louisianan, 
immediately left for the South but soon learned that 
there was Confederate navy that could serve. 
Soon was board privateer. made much 
money and very sensibly saved that might 
purchase ship and thereby become blockade runner. 
Before long was doing precisely that board the 
Briar Rose, with his friend Cass Fulton his partner 
and first mate. one trip from Nassau they carried 
big cargo gunpowder; this trip alone netted them 
fifty thousand dollars. But Cass Fulton left the Briar 
Rose and Kit Dunboyne was unwilling continue 
blockade running without him. 


The novel gains momentum when Dunboyne selected 
first mate for the Lee, then being built the Laird 
firm Liverpool. The unfinished Lee was taken from 
Liverpool “trial run” and sailed from there 
Sweden, where Dunboyne met his superior 
officer, Captain Print. Cass Fulton catches 
with Dunboyne and also ships the Lee for Ma- 
deira Island, where the ship’s guns are mounted. Then 
began the long voyage that was take them around 
Cape Horn, where the ship nearly foundered, and 
Melbourne, Australia. Then the Lee went 
Cook Island, where she destroyed Yankee whaling 
fleet and also sank the powerful Union battleship, the 
Kearney. The ship next sailed northwest the Okotsk 
Sea, north Japan, and then into Bering Strait, 
Yankee whalers she went. The objective 
was “seek out and destroy” much northern mer- 
chant shipping that the North would willing 
peace with the South. 
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the return trip, August 1865, the Lee learned 
that the war had ended the preceding April. The 
crew wanted the ship taken Australia; Captain Print 
was under orders sail England. The result was 
mutiny, during the course which Dunboyne had 
shoot his best friend, Cass Fulton. But the Lee does 
make the long trip Liverpool and Dunboyne once 
more meets “the girl left behind him,” Gabrielle 
Dubois. 

About three years after the war, Kit was granted 
amnesty and was able return Louisiana with 
Gabrielle and infant daughter. There learns, 
Christmas morning 1874, that his very good friend 
Captain Print had gone down with the Lee, trans- 
formed after the war into merchant ship. The novel 
based exhaustive research American and Eng- 
lish archives, with the result that gripping but en- 
tirely plausible story has resulted. one can find 
fault with this type historical novel; once 
extremely interesting and the same time basically

Mankind’s agelong denunciation warfare notwith- 
standing, there always have been certain individuals, 
who, for reasons best known themselves, are willing 
offer their military services for cause, even though 
would frequently appear apparent concern 
theirs.

More than moderately 
successful business, love with Carol Bordon, 
Gentile girl, who, turn, loves him, Joe annoyed and 
irritated the constant harangues about Jewish nation- 
alism his father, whose company avoids much 
possible. Then, unexpectedly and without any evi- 
dent rhyme reason, Joe volunteers and sets out for 
Palestine via the “underground” route. Some his 
companions the secret trip France are Ruth, 
whose relatives try prevent her from continuing the 
journey when the ship reaches Europe, typical smart 
operator from New York, and most odd all, 
American Indian.

Actually she wants her Joe from whom she 
had broken off after one those ecstatic nights during 
which had told her about his volunteering. any 
rate, when the story ends the victory celebration 
see Ruth looking Joe with longing eyes; he, his 
part, stands smiling Carol, who, now won over 
the cause, whirling about among the happy 
dancers. 


view the author’s military experiences, including 
year service with the Israeli army, which was 
the only American commanding officer, there ring 
authenticity about his battle scenes vividly portrayed 
all their brutality and gruesomeness. But for the 
rest The Anglo-Saxons comes lame. Joe, course, 
the hero, but seen through the author’s pen the 
role does not seem fit him well. fact none the 
characters very convincing except the poor unfortu- 
nates who shed their blood and give their lives Mr. 
Gorn’s battle scenes. That Carol should take the 
cause enthusiastically was hardly unexpected. After 
all, Kitty Fremont, the Gentile nurse, did precisely the 
same thing Leon Uris’ recent Exodus. the final 
analysis The Anglo-Saxons just does not come off well. 
Add that Joe and Carol’s night enchantment plus 
the usual military vulgarity, swearing and preoccupa- 
tion with sex and there isn’t much novel for the 
young folks bound these pages.
